EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


SWIMMING HAZARDS 


Hot weather and the closing of schools for the summer make 
a combination which frequently means the opening up of the 
nearest swimming hole for many a youngster. 


A most wholesome form of recreation and a fine body-build- 
ing sport, swimming has its dangers which annually take their 
toll in young lives during the summer. Safety records show that 
drownings greatly increase at this time and are usually found to 
be the cause of most fatal accidents in June, July and August. 


For many years municipal authorities have been aware of this 
danger and have been attempting with progressive success to 
take the hazard out of the sport by providing supervised bathing 
beaches where youngsters can frolic in safety under the watch- 
ful eyes of competent lifeguards. 


Realizing that many adventurous youths, and grown-ups too, 
give little thought to personal safety when an inviting pond or 
stream is near for a cooling plunge, safety officials have come 
forward with some timely suggestions which should be stressed 
every year at this time. 


One is, never swim alone. When other swimmers are around 
it means that there will always be some help at hand if needed. 
Another is, never dive into unfamiliar waters as a rock or sub- 
merged log may be hidden just beneath the surface where it may 
cause a swimmer to be knocked unconscious. 


Simple precautions these, but many a life has been lost in 
the past by swimmers who have not heeded them. 


Locally, Andover will open its only supervised bathing beach 
at Pomp’s pond Sunday. An aquatic program has been arranged 
for the eight-week season, together with other entertaining fea-

‘‘The Lord will only keep those 
who are resolved to stake their 
strength to the uttermost and to 
concentrate their will.’’ This warn- 
ing by the Chancellor of Austria 
was not listened to by his people, 
and the little nation went under 
the Nazi heel in March 1938. The 
first objective laid down for Germ- 
any’s expansion was achieved. 
Now for the next—Czechoslovakia. 
Or would Britain and France begin 
to realize what appeasement could 
lead to ? 


Is Aggression Hypothetical? 


“tT give you my word of honor,”’ 
said Georing to the Czech minister 
in Berlin the night Germany took 
over Austria, ’’that Czechoslov- 
akia has nothing to fear from the 
Reich.’’ That was the lullaby de- 
signed to sing the nations to sleep 
while Germany acted. And Hitler 
was convinced that he only had to 
sing it enough times to be believ- 
ed. For he knew thatnations really 
wanted to be so persuaded. Had 
not Anthony Eden, then foreign 
secretary, said in 1936 ‘‘nations 
cannot be expected to incur auto- 
matic obligations, save for areas 
where their vital interests are con- 
cerned.’’ Lord Halifax soon echoed 
those sentiments, ‘‘We are unable 
to define beforehand what might be 
our attitude to a hypothetical com- 
plication in central or eastern Eur 
ope.” Put brutally, if war doesn’t 
immediately affect us it doesn’t 
concern us. 


Squeeze on Czechoslovakia 


Why did Czechoslovakia figure 
so important in Germany’s plans? 
She was, in German eyes, a dag- 
ger pointed at the heart of Germ- 
any. She possessed about half the 
war potential of eastern Europe, 
had easily the best equipped army, 
and munitions factories second to 
none. And above all its defenses 
bordering on Germany were as go- 
od as any on the continent. If Cze- 
choslovakia should fight with any 
other nation against Germany, the 
Reich would have a doubtful chan- 
ce of success. For German victory 
in Europe, Czechoslovakia must 
be eliminated without a fight. How 
to go about it? A good excuse was 
ready to hand. About twenty per 
cent of Czechoslovakia’s inhabit- 
ants were German, an arrangement 
set up at the 1919 peace confer- 
ence when this new nation sas 
created. Unfortunately Czechoslo- 
vakia wasn’t too able in admin- 
istering her minorities, but was 
smart enough not to give any im- 
portant government positions to 
Germans. And as it turned out, she 
was right. The nazis in Czecho- 
slovakia followed the same tact- 
ics that communists do the world 
over—demand the four freedoms 
while they are a minority, get a 
majority, and then kick out all ri- 
ghts for everyone except nazis—

They must be bro- 
ught into Greater Germany. Not 
by moving them into Germany, but 
by moving Germany’s border out 
to include them! 


Britain Blind To Aggression 


Could it be done by Hitler 
without war? If Mr. Chamberlain 
was any guide, most certainly, 
Not for nothing was he nicknamed 
J’aime Berlin by the Czechs. Less 
than two weeks after the rape of 
Austria, Chamberlain made Brit 
ain’s position relatively clear, 
Not what she would do, but what 
she would not do. The British gov- 
ernment, he said, were neither pre- 
pared to support France if called 
upon by Czechoslovakia under the 
terms of the French-Czech Agree. 
ment, nor to declare her readiness 
to defend Czechoslovakia against 
unprovoked aggression. Then what 
was to be Ehgland’s position? 
Czechoslovakia was assured of 
England’s good offices but was 
advised not to assume the use of 
force nor even to talk about it, 
It could do no good, only harm, 

Hitler shrewdly estimated the 
situation and gave the signal to 
Henlein, leader of the Sudeten 
German Party. Henlein sent his 
demands to Prague, insisting upon 
the creation of a separate Nazi 
state inside Czechoslovakia, the 
complete orientation of her foreign 
policy with Germany’s, and the 
prelude to what would be total ac- 
quisition by Germany. 


Can See Only ‘‘Peace’’ 


The British and French govem- 
ments intimated that they hoped 
Hitler could ‘‘persuade’’ Henlein 
to accept concessions—as though 
Helein weren’t a stooge. From now 
on it becomes clear that Chamber- 
lain showed increasing irritation 
with the Czechs. In fact he came 
to regard Czechoslovakia as an 
obstacle to his objective of avoid 
ing war. Its independence and in- 
tegrity were becoming a secondary 
by comparison with the preserva- 
tion of peace—whatever that word 
could really mean by this time, 


The stage was now set for the 


contest. If Czechoslovakia were 
attacked. would France and Brit 
ain come to her aid? Would Germ- 
any back down if faced by the de 
termination of others to join te 
gether against her, even by going 


to war? Or could the Czechs be 
persuaded to give a blank check to 


the Germans, and so_ purchase 
‘peace in our time’’—not for her 
self, but for others? That would 
suit both Germany and England, 

So Chamberlain went to Germ 
any and came back with the cor
